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The Role and Functions of DCETA 


Activities of this Department are related to overall integration of Information and 
Communication Technology into the school process Development of syllabus and instructional 
matenals for computer education, development of interactive learning materials using 
multimedia technology, ennching NCERT’s Web Site as an electronic resource on school 
education accessible globally, developing training matenals and imparting training to teacher 
educators and teachers in Information Technology are the mam areas of activity of the 
Department 

The Department has the added responsibility of running the Computer Resource Centre 
of the Council on NIE campus The Centre is equipped with state-of-the-art hardware and 
software Ever since its inception m 1995, the Department conducted a number of training 
programmes for members of the academic and administrative staff of the Council. 

Role and functions of the department: 

With the announcement of the Government’s Information Technology Action Plan (July 
1998), the role of IT m all sectors of education, including school education, is now better defined 
than ever before. This calls for active involvement of an organisation like the NCERT m 
spreading the IT culture, imparting IT skills and contnbutmg to the world wide web with 
matenals useful for school education, directly or mdirectly 

The National Cumculum Framework for School Education (NCERT, November 2000) 
suggests integration of Information and Communication Technology into schooling, which calls 
for development of syllabus and instruction matenals for Information Technology in schools. 

A National Centre for Computer Education with facilities for onentation/ traming of 
teacher educators and teachers and development of educational multimedia has been set up 
Activities of the Centre includes: 

1. Holding mtensive programmes for teacher educators from SCERTs, SIEs, DDETs, etc and 
teachers from different school segments in the use of computers as a tool to enhance the 
quality of school education. 

Teachers educators and teachers so onented will be able to assimilate the processes of the 
new information technology, delivery systems and strategies for integrating computer-based 
leammg materials into the school curriculum. 

2. Conducting training programmes for members of the academic and administrative staff of the 
NIE campus of NCERT. 
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3 Development of Multimedia software for on-line/ off-line dissemination 

i) The Centre proposes to involve faculty members of vanous Departments of the 
NCERT, like Department of Education in Science and Mathematics, Department of 
Education in Social Science and Humanities, Department of Elementary Education, 
Department of Teacher Education and Extension, etc., and benefit from their expertise while 
designing courseware in support of the curriculum developed by the NCERT 

ii) The content and design for courseware so developed shall be reviewed by a resource 
team compnsing teachers, cumculum specialists, subject experts and IT specialists before it 
is converted into computer courseware 

111 ) DCETA will be responsible for the process of conversion of scnpts to multimedia 
products on CDs 

4. The Centre also provides guidance and facilities to students from vanous institutes/ 
universities for partial fulfillment of their degrees/ dissertations for MCA and allied courses 

5 DCETA has built up a library of IT-based learning matenals in the National Centre for 
Computer-based Education. 
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Resume of activities for the last five years 


Efforts have been made by the Department in making information technology (IT) facilities 
available for the NCERT as a whole, i.e., the NEE campus in Delhi, all Regional Institutes, 
numbenng five and PSSCIVE in Bhopal. A central facility has been developed on NIE campus 
in the form of the Computer Resource Centre, which is equipped with facilities to support IT- 
based activities and Internet facilities for NIE staff. 

In addition, a large number of NCERT staff, academic and administrative/ministerial have been 
trained by this Department, especially during earlier years when such facilities were inadequate 
in RIEs This has been a part of the effort for in-house capacity building in the organisation. 
Special provisions are available for training in the use of IT facilities for text editing in Hnidi. 

Overall supervision and maintenance of IT facilities on NIE campus, continuous upgrading of 
facilities, providing the Internet connection to all Departments/Sections on the NIE campus have 
also been the responsibility of this Department. 

Besides, a number of training programmes have been conducted for teachers in the area of IT 
literacy and development of computer-based learning matenals. 

The National Centre for Computer Education has been established to oversee and support all IT 
initiatives of MHRD in the school sector Several training programmes have been conducted for 
teacher educators and teachers. The Centre also maintains the Web Site of the NCERT at 
http://w'vm.ncert.nic.in. Some learning matenals for children developed at the Centre are now 
available in the Web Site of the MHRD. More such matenals are in Ihe pipelme and would be 
available in coming months. 

Following the release of the National Curriculum Framework for School Education 
(NCERT, November 2000) which suggests integration of Information and Communication 
Technology into schoolmg, DCETA has come out with the document titled Curriculum Guide 
and Syllabus for Information Technology in Schools (Hmdi and English). This document 
would provide the guiding principles for mtegratmg IT m general education i.e. first the 
cumculum on IT for ten years of schoolmg. Based upon this document, manuscnpts for the 
Workbooks I to m for children with extensive notes for teachers have been developed These 
will be available to schools in the coming session 
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Dunng the last five years' DCETA fabricated tliree types of science kits viz., Primary Science 
Kits (PSK), 850 Integrated Science Kits (ISK, for the middle school) and 350-odd Mini Tool 
Kits (MTK, for the primary school) to supply the requirements of a number of States. 


* From 2001-2002 onward, fabrication of-science kits is no longer an activity of’ 
DCETA.

1. Brought out the Proceedings of the Seminar on Information Technology and the 
Schooling Process held during 16-17 February 2000 

2. National Centre for Computer Education was established (September 2000) 

3. Brought out the Curriculum Guide and Syllabus for Information Technology in 
Schools (February 2001) 

4. Brouglit out the mimeographed training modules on Windows Basics, Word Processing, 
Database Management System, Spreadsheet Programme, Presentation Programme, 
Internet Explorer and Indian Language Text Editors {Leap Office and Akshar) foi 
training of teacher educators, teachers and the Council staff. 

5. Organised five programmes for teachers in Appreciation and Development of Computer- 
based learning materials of 15-day duration each. 

6. Developed and conducted customised orientation programmes for Sri Lankan teacher 
educators. 


7. Maintained NCERT’s Web Site. The Site had been strengthened with materials relevant 
to different initiatives of NCERT 


8. Certain amount of courseware was developed and disseminated tlirough the Web Site of 
MHRD. 
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Status of the programmes for the current year (2001-02) 


7.01 Development of a multimedia package on diagnostic tests on mathematical 
concepts at primary level.

The draft version of the multimedia package will be ready for field trial by March 2002 

7.02 Development of syllabus and learning piaterials for Information Technology in 
Primary, Upper Primary and Secondary stages.

The Curriculum Guide and Syllabus was brought out in February 2001 (English and later in 
Hindi) Learning materials in the form of Workbooks 1, 2 and 3, based upon the syllabus, 
have been sent for publication. 

7.03 Appreciation and development of multimedia learning materials for on-line /off¬ 
line dissemination 
Coordinator : K. Mittal 

This programme has two components (i) training of teachers and (ii) development of IT- 
based learning resources. 

Conducted one training programme from June 15-29, 2001 for 16 teachers fiom different 
segments. Two more programmes have been scheduled from January 28 to February 11 and 
February 13-27, 2002 respectively. 

Designs of modules on Electricity, Energy and Photosynthesis with multimedia features like 
text, graphics, video, sound and animations are ready, which will be vetted in the workshop 
to be held from Januaiy 14-18, 2002. After this these will be farmed out for coding for off 
line dissemination on CDs 


7.04 Multimedia package for interactive learning of science using electronic media 
Coordinator : K. Mittal 

Three modules viz , Gravitation, Acceleration and Electricity for class IX science are ready. 
For class X science, draft design has been finalised. Courseware on “how genes work” is 
available at MHRD’s site. Two programmes, namely Monohybrid Cross and Dihybrid Cross 
will be made and available at the same Site in January 2002. 
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7.05 Developing and uploading of NCERT’s Web Site 
Coordinator: U. Maliik 

The site has been regularly updated. Active participation from various Departments would 
make it a more active site. 

7.06 Capacity building of NCERT Staff 
Coordinator: A. Jindal 

Four training programmes have been conducted for ministerial /administrative staff of the 
Council. Two of these were on word processing in Hindi (18 participants), one on Word 
processing in English (20 participants) and one on database management for 10 participants 
Two training programme on IT skill development for academic faculty will be conducted 
before March 2002. 

7.07 Development of resources at the National Centre for Computer based Education 
Coordinator: U. Maliik 

This IS a provision for enhancing IT facilities in the National Center for Computer Education 
(Expected expenditure Rs 2.5 lakh). 

7.08 Development of multimedia learning materials based on the syllabus for classes IX/Xl 
in: (a) Science and (b) Social Science 
Coordinator: U. Maliik 

This programme could not take off without active participation of the faculty of DEE, 
DESSH, DTEE and DESM. Since the faculty in these Departments have been busy dunng 
the year, there is no option but to defer this until these Departments are ready to participate. 

7.09 Training of SCERTs’, SIEs’, and DIETs’ faculty in the use of IT-based learning 
resources 

Coordinator : K. Mittal 

A ten-day onentation programme was conducted for teacher educators. This was attended 
by 16 educators from 10 different States and UTs. Two more programmes have been 
scheduled.

Selection of areas for development of such materials calls for close interaction between 
the faculty of DESM, DESSH, DEE, DTEE and DCETA Wherever necessary, especially for 
technical input, help from external sources will be recruited.
